The disquieting clauses of the 
Dill are not only those relating 
th the immigration restrictions, 
but also those dealing with the 
Status of “naturalized citizens”, 
who make up a third of the 
population of the United States, 
an immisration country. Under 
the act citizens who were .not 
born on American soil even 
though they may have been 
brought there as babes in arms, 
and know no other country will 
be deprived of certain of their 
hitherto “inalienable” rights. If 
they are presumed to be guilty, 
or Hable in the future to be- 
come guilty, of holding opinions 
dissenting from whatever social. 
political. and economic ideas 
may be ruling at the time. these 
citizens may be arrested and 
deported without notice. by ad- 
ministrative order. without re- 
course to ihe courts 


This measure may virtually 
create two classes of citizens, 
those sho were born in the U.S. 
and the reat, who will no longer 
be safe in exercising their po- 
litical rights for fear of depor- 
tation. That this is no chimera 
ean be seen by examining the 
views of Rep. McCarran. an ge- 
tive propagandist for General 
France. For Rep. McCarran and 
his backers all progressive and 
liberal thought is anathema.
